DESCRIPTION 

Shield! Argent, a ccepass rose of sixteen points gules. 

Crest! On a wreath argent and gules an American bald 
eagle 1 * head erased proper. 

Below the shield on a gold color scroll the In- 
scription "United States of Africa in red 
letters. Encircling the shield and crest at the 
top the inscription "Central Intelligence Agency" 
in white letters; all on a circular blue back- 
ground with a narrow gold edge. 


The seal shall be as described and interpreted herein and as 
set forth in the illustrations which accompany this Order and 
are hereby made a part thereof. 


ntTBRPHBTATIOK 

The American eagle is a symbol of strength and alertness and 
is the Rational bird. The radiating spokes of the GGejpass rose 
depict the coverage of intelligence data from all areas to a 
central point.
